This is 
4 Chaoge to which circumstances have 
long been urging them, and which can- 
not fail, notwitustunding the great cost 
involved, to bring abundant remunera- 
sion in increased ind facilitated traffic. 
The new gauge is uniform with that of 
the New York Central, its connection 
at the East, and ot the Michigan Cen- 
tral, its Western feeder,and the turough 
line thus established, especially on the 
completion of the International Bridge, 
will assume its proper importance in the 


jrailroad system of the country.“ 


Philadelphia Age. 

One of the most significant signs of 
the great increase of inter-State com- 
merce is the tendency of Railroads to 
uvite upon an uniform width of track. 


The great mass of Railroads in this 
country have always adopted and used 
the 4 toot 84 inches guage This is the 
width of guage of every N. C. R. R. 
The exceptions to this at the North 
were a half dozen Railroads, which 
attempted to introduce the 6 foot guage. 
The other exceptions were to the South 
of us, where, in contemplation of a dis- 
ruption of the Union, the Railroads 
adopted a 5 feet guaye for the exnressed 
purpose of dliscouragiug intercourse. 
Tuus the South Carolina Legislature 
chartered all tue Roads in that State 
with the 5 foot guage, and to this day, 
treight has been broken in bulk and re 

shipped at Charlotte and Wilmington. 
The Roads in some other Southern 
States adopted the same guage, proha- 
nly actuated by the same motives. The 
now assured union of the States bas left 
these Roads with an inconvenient guage, 
which it is expensive perhaps to change, 
but which the increase of travel and 
trade will force them to reduce to the 
ordinary guage of 4 feet 84 inches. The 
interests of the country render it highly 
desirable that there should be one uni- 
form guage throughout the Union, and 
we hope soon to see it accomplished.

CHALLENGING VOTERS. | 


There are thousands of negroes who 
voted in North Carolina in August, who 
had no legal right to do se. 

It is true that many non-residents 
were prevented from casting their vallots

on account of the want of positive 
proof, the challengers were unable to 
stop illegal voting. The oath of the 
person offering to vote, that he was a 
resident of the township or that he was 
twenty · onelycars old, was prima facie 
evidence of the truth of the assertion.

ne was of course allowed to cast bis 
ballot. Hence, much fraud was com- 
mitted which could not be prevented, 
as the evidence was not at hand.

The Radical party, in taking trom 
the Legislature the right of electing 
Judges and conferring it upon the peo- 
ple, committed a grave and fatal error 
in that it brought the Judicial ermine 
in contact with the mud and filth o 
political wranglings, and struck 
down the purity and independence oi 
the Judiciary. That principle is 
engrafted in the Radical Constitution. 
and there to remain until that instru- 
ment is re modeled and amended. 

The act which recently, passed the 
House of Rrepresentatives, provider 
that the Superior Court Judges shall 
hereaiter be elected by the voters in 
their respective Judicial Districts, 
instead of by the vote oft he whole State, 
as under the present law. This is a good 
law, because it is to be presumed that 
the people in the Districts where the 
candidates reside are better ac 
quainted with their characters and 
qualifications for the position than the 
people in the State at large. Besides, 
if the Judges are to be nominated by 
political caucuses, one party may have 
a small majority in the State, while sev- 
of the Districts may have majorities on 
the other side. Then, according to the 
present mode of elcctions, such Districts 
would have foisted upon them Judges 
not of their own choosing, but who 
have been elected by the popular yote 
of the State, and they may be persons 
who are exceedingly obnoxious to the 
masses of the citizens in their respec 
tive Districts. 

Again, if electing Judges by the peo- 
ple isan evil, and this fact seems now 


to be generally admitted, the restriction 
of the election of Superior Court Judges 
to the voters of their own Districts, 
is a modification of the evil, and is all 
the modification that can possibly be 
made so long ss the present Radical 
Constitution remains in force. 


SHALL ANOTHER ASYLUM BE 
BUiLT ? 


The Report of the Board of Dircctors 
and Superintendent of the Insane Asy 
lum of North Carolina is à full state 
ment of the present condition of that 
important State institution. 

The present appropriation 1s deemed 
inadequate to the wants of the inmates, 
and the Superintendent recommends an 
annual appropriation of $65,000 for 
support, and $5,000 for improvements 
and,repairs, being an increase of $10,000 
over the present apportionment. 

The Report shows that there are now 
in the Asylum 233 persons—119 males 
and 114 females. The Census returns of 
1870 show that there are 779 insane 
persons ia the State—making 546 in- 
sane persons outof the Asylum. The 
amount they are entitled to claim from 
the State Treasury is over $50,000 per 
annum —each being allowed $100. A 
calculation of this cost for 17 years is 
over $850,000, an amount sufficient to 
construct hospital accommodations for 
more than 1,000 patients. 

The Wilmington Star commenting on 
the report, says: 

The clear inference from the report 
under examination is that additional 
accommodations—another asylum is 
demanded. We say “another asylum,” 
one located in another place, because 
we think the convenience of the public 
of a large State, with no more railroad 
road fecilities than we posses, ous ht to 
have primary consideration, and not 
the question of cost. Besides, we doubt 
it the cost of a separate asylum would 
be greatly in excess of that of addi- 
tional buildings at Raleigh. 

If such a proposition is carried into 
effect, we know no place so well adapted 
for the purpose as Wilmington, as re- 
gards location, the commercial impor- 
tance of the city and the facilities 
offered. The largest city in the State, it 
has the largest and ablest medical facul 
ty. Humanity dictates that Dr. Gris

or Sir Joun Bownixd.— The 
cable announces the death of one of 
the most prominent author-politicians 
of England. Sir John Bowring was 
born October 17, 1792, at Lackbear, 
near Exeter, aud, aiter applying him- 
self to acquiring « thorough knowledge 
o modern languages, produced more 
of translations of the poetry of Russia, 
Holland and Spain in 1821 and 1824. 
He assumed the editorship ot the West 
minster Review in 1825, and continued 
in the position for several years. He 
was a member of Parliament trom 1835 
to 1837, and again from 1841 to 1849;
